W a s h in g t o n . A ugust 9th —T he special 
train bearing the body of General Sheri­ 
dan and the funeral party arrived at the 
Baltimore and Potom ac station from Non- 
q u itt at 3:17 p. M. 
It was m et by General 
Schofield and Lieutenants Sawyer, Bliss 
and Pitcher of his staff, a guard of honor 
from the District of Columbia m ilitary 
Order of the Loyal Legion and troops of 
the Fourth Cavalry, Captain Lawton in 
command. 
As the train slowed into the station eight 
Sergeants of the Third Artillerv, under the 
comm and of Lieutenant Danes, marched 
up the platform and formed in line. Soon 
after the train stopped 
Mrs. 
Sheridan 
stepped out, leaning on the arm of Colonel 
Sheridan. 
They were m et by General 
R ucker and Miss Rucker, Mrs. Sheridan’s 
father and sister. 
They im m ediately en­ 
tered their carriage and were rapidly driven 
away. 
Mrs. Sheridan was evidently deeply 
moved. 
REMOVAL OF T tlE REMAINS. 
As they left the station the artillery Ser­ 
geants took the casket from the car and 
bore it to a gun caisson belonging to the 
T hird Artillery, which was draped with 
flags and festooned with crape. 
As the 
caisson bearing the body lelt the station 
Troop B, o f the Fourth Cavalry, fell into 
line in front, and escorted the procession up 
Pennsylvania avenue to Fifteenth street 
and St. M athew's Church. 


IS THE CHURCH. 
As the body reached the door it was met 
by a procession of the clergv and altar- 
boys. singing the " Miserere.” 
After the casket had been placed on the 
catafalque the prelim inary burial service 
was recited, the choir singing a funeral 
hym n. The interior of the church was 
effectively draped, the feature of the deco­ 
rations being the American colors blended 
with the somber shade of heavy folds of 
crape. The fronts of both galleries were 
covered with large flags, caught up at in­ 
tervals w ith broad bands of black. 
Above 
the entrance at the front of the organ loft 
were grouped regimental and cavalry flags 
fastened together by knots of black, with 
black streamers. 
The altar was heavily draped. The can­ 
delabra and m arble figures on either side 
were draped with black. Two silk Am eri­ 
can Hags hung from the wall above the 
altar. The Cardinal’s throne on the left of 
the altar was appropriately covered, and 
the iront of the pulpit was concealed by 
heavy black velvet with deep silver fringe. 
A space had been made in front of the 
altar by the removal of four pews on either 
side of the m ain aisle, in the center of 
which stands the catafalque the sam e that 
was used in the m em orial services for 
King Alfonso, held in this church several 
years ago. 
BEFORE THE FUNERAL. 
T he service concluded, the little company 
im m ediately left the church. 
E arly to­ 
morrow m orning a requiem mass will be 
celebrated by Father Kervick. This service 
is for the convenience of the family and 
friends of the illustrious dead. 
A detail of two members of the Loyal 
Legion, alternating every two hours, wiil 1 
rem ain with the body until the funeral, at 
10 o’clock on Saturday morning.

THE VALUE OF FHECINCT BEGISTEES. 
'Die law of this State wisely provides 
that the Hoard of Sui>ervisors in any 
county may order the preparation of pre­ 
cinct registers. These are to he copied 
from the < ireat Register and supplied to 
precinct election boards, instead of sending 
out the voluminous Great Register. The 
law is intended to check fraud, and to 
n: ike it far more difficult for repeaters— 
the most effective agents of vicious liosscs 
—to ply their nefarious business. 
Every agency that tends to secure to the 
citizen the free deposit and honest count­ 
ing of his ballot, and the exclusion of 
every I tallol not entitled to he cast, ought 
to be favored. There is good reason to sus- 
|lect the motive of any man who objects to 
the precinct registers, since thete can he 
no objection raised to them that does not 
make for the fellows who vote “early, often 
and at several polling places.” The law 
now provides that no more than 350 votéis, 
shall be grouped in a precinct. No one 
except those who live and trade upon low 
and vicious elements ever found any ob­ 
jection to this law. But these objectors 
have appeared here and there, and done 
what they could in more than one county 
to prevent the subdivision provided by the 
law. They have, however, been signally 
defeated in every instance, and the new pre­ 
cinct grouping is now uniform throughout 
the State. It follows that there Ls to be a 
very much narrower margin for election 
trickery hereafter. Where there are but 
350 persons entitled to vote in a precinct, 
it is very easy to detect the rascal who en­ 
deavors to deposit a ballot illegally, for in 
each precinct there are certainly to be 
found enough men in favor of fair play 
to detect the false pretense of one who 
seeks to vote unlawfully. 
The precinct register, therefore, is an 
absolute essential to the proper enforce­ 
ment of the new voting apportionment for 
precincts. Without it the difficulties of 
preventing frauds upon the ballot-boxes 
wi : be augmented. With it, it will lie 
th • fault of the people alone if thev are 
swindled out of the expression of their 
v. M at the ¡rolls. The Ban Francisco Bul­ 
letin says:

3ut in San Francisco precinct registra­ 
tion is permitted during five days after the 
Great Register is closed. With us regis­ 
tration ceases when the County Clerk’s 
lists close, and it is by far the better plan. 
Gur Ban Francisco contemporary admits 
this, regrets that precinct registration 
p.ovails there, and looks forward to the 
g' i.eral or Great Register system being 
freed from the precinct supplemental reg- 
i-t ration. 
It is to be hoped that the Supervisors of 
Sacramento eounlv will accede to the 
almost universal demand for precinct 
registers—that they will decline to order 
them we do not believe, since the demand 
for their preparation is fortified by such 
powerful reason, and is wholly in the 
interest of good government and clean 
elections. 
The only ¡xissible objection 
that can be raised to the Board making 
the necessary order is that it will cost 
something. 
But »ti> is a trifling matter, 
compared to the great good to lie accom­ 
plished. Whoever suggests cost as against 
precinct registers, simply confesses that his 
dt-ire for clean elections and the elimina­ 
tion of fraud at the poll-, is limited to 
dollars and cents. But Sacramento county 
is amply able to ex¡>end the small sum 
the preparation of the books will call for— 
we say small, since w hatever the cost the 
counter-balancing l<enefit& more than re­ 
spond to it. 
When the precinct registers are ordered 
throughout the .State the vicious element 
will be forced to resort to new tactics. 
They will have to register and locate dead 
men with such particularity that the 
corpses will be pretty sure to he discov­ 
ered. 
It will not be possible to get more 
than a dozen spurious names in each group 
of names of 350 void's without making the 
fraud so glariug, that to attempt to carry 
it out wili be a boomerang operation.

dered it “ to shoot down laboring men,” 
and that, too, after having “ refused to at­ 
tempt a settlement by peaceable means.” 
This is more than clap-trap—it is flat 
falsehood, :*s has in these columns been 
already twice shown. For weeks the In­ 
dianapolis Journal has kept standing a 
$1,000 offer—the money being deposited 
in a hank to the winners’ order—to who­ 
ever will produce a solitary reliable wit­ 
ness, or any proof whatever, that General 
Harrison did either of these things, and 
another $1,000 for any one who can oiler 
ordinary proof that General Harrison ever 
said $1 a day is enough for the working­ 
man. Neither of tírese oilers have been 
taken. 
The attempt is being made to put Gen­ 
eral Harrison upon the defensive in these 
matters, but it fails; for beyond giving a 
flat denial to the charges, he makes no re­ 
sponse. The integrity of General Harrison 
has never been questioned and the lie he 
gives these malicious stories is, therefore, 
sufficient. But others who have also re­ 
gard for the truth may make a fuller de­ 
nial and take the agressive in return. 
Thus the facts are, in brief: 
1. In the strike of 1877 a great many 
rough characters, in nowise related to 
liie strike of the workers, attempted to 
make the strike the excuse for rioting for 
the purposes of robbery and pillage. The 
people of Indianapolis became alarmed 
and action in resistance was resolved u¡>on. 
2. A Democratic Mayor called a citi­ 
zens’ meeting. 
A Democratic statesman 
(afterwards Senator) presided, and the 
Democratic Governor (Blue Jeans W ill­ 
iams) indorsed the movement. 
3. A committee to effect a peaceable con­ 
clusion of the strike was appointed. Its 
Chairman was the distinguished Democrat, 
Mr. McDonald, and in its membership 
were General Harrison and Governor 
Williams. 
4. At the conference between this com­ 
mittee and the leaders of the strike, Gen­ 
eral Harrison declared that while life and 
property must he protected, peace pre­ 
served and lawlessness prevented, he be­ 
lieved the railroad strikers were not suf­ 
ficiently paid, and he advised the railroad 
companies to grant the claim of the rail­ 
road men and give them better pay. 
5. A subsequent meeting was called by 
the Democratic Mayor, and a proclama­ 
tion was issued by the Democratic Gov­ 
ernor denouncing the strike and declaring 
that commerce must no longer be ob­ 
structed by it. He called upon the ¡>eo- 
ple to organize under the militia laws com­ 
panies to guard property and prevent vio­ 
lence. The companies formed and were 
composed of the very best citizenship of 
the city. Of one company General Har­ 
rison was chosen Captain. That company 
was sent to aid twenty men of United 
States regular forces to guard the United 
States arsenal, and it was done. Not a 
shot was fired, a charge made, a man in­ 
jured or any conflict with the strikers had. 
6. Governor Williams tendered the 
command of all the troops to General 
Harrison, and lie declined the honor, to 
remain with his company. General Mc­ 
Cauley was choseu to command, and he 
was a prominent Democrat. 
7. Being pressed by hot-headed men to 
provoke a conflict, General Harrison em­ 
phatically declined and rebuked the sug­ 
gestion, say ins he would not lift his hand 
against his neighbors, except it became 
absolutely necessary to do so to maintain 
the laws and preserve the lives and prop­ 
erty of the people from dangerous assault. 
8. When the strike was over and two 
hundred of the strikers were brought into 
Court and were found guilty of obstructing 
a highway operated by the United States 
Government, General Harrison of his own 
motion arose and moved the Court to sus­ 
pend sentence and let the men go free, 
saying thatthe integrity of the law had been 
vindicated and that these men intended 
no harm to the community; the Court so 
ordered. The defendants surrounded Gen­ 
eral Harrison, grasped his hands and 
thanked him heartily for his friendship for 
them. 
There the matter ended and there was 
nothing more in it or of it. Upon such a 
record, one that does him highest honor 
and that ought to exalt him in the estima­ 
tion of all law-abiding men and lovers of 
free government, the manipulated work­ 
ingmen’s Democratic faction at Indian­ 
apolis Iras fulminated against General 
Harrison. Let them continue to do so. 
The more assaults of this kind against him 
the better, for the truth vindicates him 
and will win him new friends every time 
it is referred to.

HARRISON’S CHINESE RECORD. 


A C lear and A ccurate R eview of it by 
H on. Jo h n L>. Long. 
The Boston Daily Globe deserves a good 
deal of credit for its enterprise in securing 
from ex-Governor John D.Long, of Massa­ 
chusetts, a clear, truthful and non-partisan 
statement in relation to General Harri­ 
son's record on the I hiñese question. It 
is printed in full below, and should lie 
read by every fair-minded wage-earner in 
the country: 
“Harrison, when Senator, voted in 1882 
against what was called the Page bill. It 
was a bill which,' as he and many other 
sound lawyers believed, violated the pro­ 
visions of the treaty then existing lie- 
twccu the United States and China, and 
there was, therefore, no other way in 
which he could honestly vote, lieing a 
statesman and not a demagogue. 
“But as to excluding the Chinese and 
stopping the outrageous system by whicli 
they were dumped upon the Pacific coast, 
lie was in favor of accomplishing that ob­ 
ject in the only way possible—by some bill 
that should he in harmony with existing 
treatv obligations, or by making a new 
treaty that would insure exclusion. In 
fact, the Page measure, after it liecame 
law, was found to be ineffectual, and fur­ 
ther legislation was necessary. A bill was 
therefore introduced two or three years 
ago, iu the Forty-ninth Congress, by Mr. 
Morrow in the House, and by Senator 
Fair in the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, of which Senator Harrison was 
a member. 
“ It was a vigorous hill, carefully pre­ 
pared by members of Congress represent­ 
ing the Pacific slope, and approved by 
United States officials who were familiar 
with the diflicultias of enforcing Chinese 
exclusion. It was drawn by Mr. Morrow, 
who fiad been Assistant L’nited States Dis­ 
trict Attorney, and it was an advance on 
any previous legislation. 
The Senate 
committee unanimously reported it hack 
favorably, and it passed the Senate with 
no dissenting vote, Senator Harrison, 
therefore voting for it, although Senator 
Hoar, it should in justice t his position 
be said, opposed it in debate. 
“ It is said that in 1882 Harrison voted 
against an amendment of Senator Farley pro­ 
viding that no Court should admit Chinese 
to citizenship. 
But as Senator Edmunds 
then pointed out, our naturalization laws 
already forbade Chinese naturalization. It 
had been so decided in the Court-. Sen­ 
ator Edmunds therefore proposed a sub­ 
stitute for Earley’s amendment, as follows; 
‘Nothing in this Act shall lie construed 
to change the existing naturalization 
laws 
so 
as 
to 
admit 
Chinese 
persons to citizenship.’ Senator Harri­ 
son preferred the Edmunds amendment to 
the Farley amendment, as any sensible 
man well might, and voted lor the former, 
which fully covered the very point sought 
for in the anti-Chinese interest.” 


W liat an U nknow n “ F riend ” Did for the 
Starving Poor. 
[N. Y. Tribune. August 1st-] 
The Tribune lias received many inquiries 
from its renders relative to ihe part taken 
by Levi P. Morton in sending relief to the 
stricken poor of Ireland in 1880. Mr. Mor­ 
ton did take part in this charitable action 
toward Ireland, as the following extracts 
from the Herald will show. On March 10, 
1880, tbe Herald said : 
We print a most welcome letter from a 
distinguished citizen of New York, who 
does not permit us to use bis name, in 
which be makes a proposal of practical 
utility for tbe succor of tlie perishing Irish 
poor. This benevolent citizen has learned 
from tbe Secretary of the Navy tbat the 
ship Constellation, which the Secretary 
proposes to send with contributions of food 
to Ireland, under tbe authority of a recent 
joint resolution of Congress, lies at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard awaiting a cargo, but 
that no tenders have yet been made. This 
gentleman, who is personally known to us, 
and whose responsibility we can so safely 
indorse that we assume to guarantee the 
performance of his offer, a guarantee which 
would be superfluous if he did not desire 
to conceal his name, proposed to pay for 
one-tourth of tbe cargo of the Constellation 
if other parties will make up the bal­ 
ance.

Tfc.v "Will bi< Tried Together on August 
T weuty-Elghth. 
W hen the Lowell murderers were ar­ 
raigned in the Superior Court of El Dorado 
county on Tuesday, they announced that 
they were not able to procure counsel. 
Judge Williams appointed Blanchard & 
Swisleras counsel for Myers, Prentiss Car­ 
penter for Drager, and Irwin & Irwin for 
Olsen. The prosecution will be conducted 
by District Attorney M. P. Bennett. 
The prisoners were given until yesterday 
to decide whether they would be tried sep­ 
arately or together, when it was decided 
that they shall all be tried together. A 
pane! ol fifty jurors was ordered to try the 
case, whk-h was set down for Tuesdav, 
August 28'h. 
Clear and Pure Ctty W ater. 
Ens. Recobd U nion: I notice by an item 
in the Etc that the Maj’or says he will not 
perm it any experimenting at the city’s 
expense for obtaining a supply of pure, 
clear water from wells while he is a mem­ 
ber of the Board of Trustees. This is 
economical, and at the same time brings 
forcibly to mind constant observations 
bearing upon the question of pure water 
for domestic use. The Mayor is correct 
when hi says we have a running river in 
front of us which supplies us with an 
abundance of water. I go up the river 
weekly; one week on the Yolo side and 
the next week on the opposite side, as far 
as Fisherman’s lake. On my trip Satur­ 
day last, with an excursion party, we dis­ 
covered near the Tombstone ranch four 
dead animals in the river—one ccw, two 
horses and one colt, and the stench from 
them was sickening. This, with sewage 
from the Folsom Prison, as also from the 
towns on the rivers tributary to the Sacra­ 
mento river, might naturally prejudice us 
from drinking Sacramento water, particu­ 
larly in its low state. 
Economy is a good thing, especially 
when applied in a healthy direction, but 
when it is applied to efforts for procuring 
an abundant supply of sparkling, pure 
water, for the benefit of the people and 
reputation of the city, and is disregarded 
when funds for public blow-outs and fire­ 
works are wanted, the gate leading to the 
Temple of inconsistency is slightly ajar.

An Ethiopian W itness M akes Sport for 
the A udience. 
There was a loDg session of the Police 
Court yesterday, though no cases of impor­ 
tance were tried. One ease furnished con­ 
siderable amusement for the asnal crowd 
of listeners. E. M. Leitch had caused the 
arrest of John E. Carry for disturbing the 
peace by calling him yile names in front 
of the W estern Hotel. Curry claimed that 
one of Mr. Leitch's teamsters had run into 
his wagon with his truck and bent the 
axle, and that all he did was to demand 
pay for the damage from Mr. Leitch. The 
latter testified that he, the defendant, had 
never asked him to pay for the damage, bnt 
had approached him and called him foul 
names. He had told him to go and have 
his wagon fixed and bring him the bill and 
he would pay it. 
George Green, a colored bootblack at the 
Western Hotel, was a witness for the pros­ 
ecution, and created an infinite amount of 
amusement. He is a perfect tvpe of the 
Ethiopian race, black as the ace' of spades, 
and with a mouth as big as George Mari­ 
on’s when he is made up for the minstrel 
stage. He was evidently religiously in­ 
clined, and abhorred the u=e of bad lan­ 
guage. The City Attorney hud great diffi­ 
culty in getting him to repeat the 
language used by the defendant to 
Mr. 
Leitch, and 
when he finally, 
with a most comical puckering of his thick 
lips, gave expression to the awful language, 
the entire audience broke out in such a 
roar of laughter that Bailiff Eider was ter­ 
ribly shocked and demanded “ Order in 
Conrt ” in the most frantic manner. Wheu 
the witness was cross-examined by Frank 
EstabroC'k, counsel for the defendant Eider 
had to rejieat his demand for order several 
times, as the darky fairly used up the 
young attorney in his answers to the Ques­ 
tions put to him. 
" Did you receive any pay for coming 
here to give your testimony ?” asked the 
attorney. 
“ No. sab ! I didn't receive any yet an’ 
doesn’t know 'zacklv whar I’se gwine to 
look fo’ any. If you has any provision in 
yo’ schedule of evidence for sich eases I’d 
like to get some.” 
“ You appear to be very dull or modest 
about giving your testimony. Are you al­ 
ways that way in Court .’” asked Mr. Esta- 
brook. 
“ Guess I'sc smart enough to fit dis case. 
Don’ you think so?” queried the uegro, 
with a broad grin. 
“ I presume you are so modest that this 
language disturbed your peace, too?”

Leitch would stan’ it. I wouldn't have a 
m an cuss me that way fo’ two hundred 
dollahs!” 
“ That is all," said the attorney, as lie 
dropped back in his chair. 
“ You don' want no mo’ ?” inquired the 
cunning darky with a sarcastic grin, and 
then turning to the Judge heasked modest­ 
ly : “ Yo’ Hunab, does I get any pay lor 
this?” 
Judge Buckley informed him that there 
was no provision for paying witnesses in 
the Police Court, and he deoarted. Curry 
was found guilty and fined $20. 
After the sentence was pronounced Mr. 
Leitch arose, and said that though he had 
never been asked for the money, if his 
teamster broke Curry’s wagon lie was will­ 
ing to pay for the damage. He understood 
the claim was $1 50, and handed that 
amount to Curry’s attorney. 
The case of Ah Jim , charged with gam­ 
ing, was continued until to-day. 
Joe Meyerhoff'er pleaded guilty to being 
drunk, and was lined $10. Frank Wilson 
and Frank Kelly pleaded guilty to vagrancy, 
and were each sentenced to thirty days in 
the county jail but the commitments were 
withheld to give them tim e to leave town.

A N ovel Coolin’»; M achine. 
W hen T. H . Goodman. General Passen­ 
ger a;iu Ticket Agent of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company, was in Chicago recently, he 
was shown an invention intended to keep 
passenger cars cool during warm weather, 
it was u circular, fan-shaped machine, 
small, and consisting of four wings. The 
motive power to revolve it is to be elec­ 
tricity. 
Mr. Goodman saw one of the machines 
in operation in the office of the General 
Superintendent of the Pullman Palace Car 
Company. The room was quite large, and 
the machine was connected with a small 
dynamo. It revolved with great rapidity, 
and kept the place cool on one of Chicago’s 
hottest days. 
The pian by which it is proposed to 
utilize this invention is th is: Three of 
them are to be placed in the top or ceiling 
of the car, one in the center of the car and 
the other two at each end. They will be 
connected by wire with a dynamo placed 
in the baggage car. Electricity will be 
generated from the steam supply of the 
boiler of the locomotive, and the same 
dynamo that runs the fans will also fur­ 
nish electricity to light the train. 
Mr. Goodman thinks that it is very 
probable that the Pullman Company will 
adopt the machine for use iu its sleeping 
cars, ami that iater on it will come into 
general use on passenger coaches.—

Exam i'h i. 
The August M eteors. 
The August nights from the 8tli to the 
12th will be enlivened by the display of 
meteors which are sure to descend through 
the atmosphere in greater or ies3 numbers. 
The meteors, as is well known, come from 
the great meteor zone whose perihelion 
zone ¡3 on the earth's orbit, and whose 
aphelion exists beyond the bounds of 
Neptune, the most distant planet iu the 
solar system. The earth, about the 10th, 
plunges through the zone, the meteors are 
set on fire by the concussion of the earth’s 
atmosphere and descend in the form of 
shooting stars. The radiant point of the 
August meteors is in the constellation Per­ 
seus. and they arc therefore called Persids. 
Perseus rises on the 10th iu the northeast 
about 9 o’clock, and observers who watch 
the sky in that direction will be rewarded 
by the sight of several hundred meteors as 
the hours of night pass on. Many of them 
will be brilliant and as large as stars of the 
first magnitude, and many of them will 
leave trails of luminous vapor lasting sev­ 
eral seconds.

The D estructive W hite Scale. 
A. H . Brackenfeld, of Los Angeles, has 
just been attending the meeting of the 
Microscopical Society at San Francisco. He 
inquired of Professor E. J. Wickson 
whether anything had been done toward 
finding the parasitic insect that makes a 
living by killing the scale bug. Mr. Wick- 
son replied that a parasite A t it ret kind had 
beet; received from Australia, hut the at­ 
tempt to propagate it in Los Angeles had 
failed. The State Inspector was, however, 
nursing some specimens of the parasite on 
a scaly orange m e. He said further that 
the cottony cushion scale is the most seri­ 
ous menace to the orange and lemon frees 
in this State, aud that but very little pro- 
§ 
ress had been made toward its extirpation 
y the ordinary remedies. 
The expensive hydrocyanic gas treatment 
is being applied, but wiiit indifferent re­ 
sults. 
It was found (hat a parasite in the shape 
of a stuaii ffv filled the body of the scale 
with eggs. As many as four chrysaloids of 
the fiv have been found in the body of one 
scaie bug. Another parasite, a native of 
California, which destroys the San Jose 
scale, has been discovered by M r. Chap­ 
man, but it does not kill the red scale. 
Mr. Brackenfeld said that in Los An­ 
geles the orchards are doomed. A certain 
thirty acres of orange trees in Los Angeles 
city two years ago yielded 6,000 boxes. 
Last year the yieid was but two boxes—the 
result of the ravages ol the scale bug. The 
people who owned the orchard tried the 
gas remedy and every' other remedy, but 
all seemed to be ineffectual. 
Mr. Wickson explained that the benefi­ 
cent Australian parasite was a species of 
the ichneumon fly. A good deal of the 
scale in Berkeley had been parasited by the 
fly. There are severa! predacious insects 
that attack the cottony cushion scale, but 
they don't appear todo it ranch damage. 
The black iadybug. however, will destroy 
some of the cottony cushion scaie, but it 
does not appear to be able to wipe it out 
altogether.

M a r y s v ille , A ugust 9th.—The 
S utler 
C ounty Farm er, one of the best authorities 
in Northern California, w ill publish to­ 
morrow the follow ing statem en t: 
“ T he harvest m ay be said to be prac­ 
tically over. 
A few on ly are running their 
com bined harvesters, but are closing on the 
last round very fast. 
The crop throughout 
the county has been a good one, and fully 
up to the average. 
True, m any light fields 
oi wheat and barley were to be seen, but 
on the other hand very m any pieces of 
splendid grain could be seen in an hoar’s 
drive in any part o f the county. 
Forty 
bushels to the acre have been harvested, 
and m any fields w ent above it, w hile a 
yield of 20 to 30 bushels soon ceased to ex ­ 
cite remark after harvesting began. 
W e 
think we are justified in the assertion that 
the quality o f the wheat this year was 
never before equaled. 
It is universally 
e'ean, and w eighs all the way from 61 to 
66 pounds to the bushel. 
These w eights 
tell the story, inasm uch as 60 pounds is the 
standard. 
Much grain has already been 
sold and delivered at the various ware­ 
houses in the county, and the farmers are 
preparing for a vacation.”
